Tu rning y ou r attic into one or esp ecially by do-it-y ou rselfers, is 
more finish ed rooms is often th e th e p lacement of bu reau s with in 
most p ractical way of creating 
more liv ing sp ace with in th e con­ 
fines of y ou r h ome. 
Wh eth er y ou do th e work by 
y ou rself or h av e it done p ro­ 
fessionally , it is imp ortant th at 
y ou giv e considerable th ou gh t to 
wh at can be done to take adv an- 
age of th e p h y sical ch aracter­ 
istics of th e u su al attic.

A good attic fan can do wonders 
in p rodu cing cool breezes on h ot 
su mmer nigh ts. Wh ile it does not 
h av e th e adv antages of air con­ 
ditioning, it can make sleep more 
comfortable by p u lling lower tem­ 
p eratu re nigh t air th rou gh an en­ 
tire h ome. 
A major factor in getting th e 
p rop er amou nt of air circu lation 
is to select th e righ t size fan. 
An u ndersized fan will not do th e 
job — and y ou are sp ending mon.

British Writer Takes Guided Tour 
Red Chinese:Calm, 
Disciplined People 


EDITOR S NOTE — Richard P.

Red China following a three-week 
British Trav el Agency tour. Here's 
his Inside rep ort on his first im­ 
p ressions of a country long barred 
to U.S. rep orters, first of a series.

PEKING (AP)—It’s 7,000 miles 
from London to Red China. In 24 
hours y ou are here if y ou hav e 
$1,540 to sp end for a three weeks’ 
tour—and the Chinese accep t y ou. 
It works out at about 14 cents a 
mil« . 
Breakfast in London, lunch in 
Moscow, where most of the four- 
hour stop is sp ent filling in in. 
numerable green forms demanded 
by 
ramp ant 
bureaucracy . 
One 
. wonders if they are really friends, 
the Russians and the Chinese. 
Who makes this journey ? dele­ 
gations of workers and trade un. 
wnists from the Communist world, 
p oliticians and technical ex p erts, 
and now the first tiny trickle of 
tourists. We are tourists and 
more imp ortant, organized our- 
ists. The agency in London saw to 
that. Indiv idual tourists can make 
it, with a struggle, but the Chi­ 
nese p refer ev en their tourists to 
look like a delegation. 
This group includes a lawy er, 
ex member of the House of Com­ 
mons who has written books on 
famous trials; a drama critic of 
a London Sunday newsp ap er; a 
farmer-baronet from the North of 
England; a retired industrialist 
•nd his wife, and sev eral ener­ 
getic old ladies in search of some­ 
thing of more interest than 
a 
beach. 
On landing tea was serv ed. Tea 
k serv ed ev ery where in China, at 
all hours. 
Now, our "delegation” gets tak. 
an ov er by officialdom. 
With our guide and an inter­ 
p reter we strike out th e nex t 


morning for the Imp erial Palace- 
the forbidden city of imp erial 
times—and then to the Great Hall 
of the Peop le which is the Red 
Chinese p arliament. 
We re under surv eillance, not 
because we re cloak and dagger 
ty p es at all but because the Chi­ 
nese want to be sure we don’t be. 
come “incidents”. 
Through all this the Chinese 
show us what they choose to show 
and it’s their best foot forward. 
Yet they cannot conceal many 
crowded 
dilap idated 
dwellings 
methods which call for backbreak- 
and 
the p rimitiv e agricultural 
ing human labor for lack of a 
machine. 
By the time we were swinging 
back toward Peking, it was im­ 
p ossible though to av oid conclud­ 
ing that the p eop le all seemed to 
be the same: p urp oseful, content­ 
ed, 
reasonable, 
calm. 
Nobody 
begged; nobody stole. 
No one 
looked hungry and if here and 
there a citizen was wearing little 
better than rags, the rags were 
carefully stiched and darned and 
p ached. 
Certainly there is gov ernment 
and p arty discip line. Yet the dis­ 
cip line among the p eop le seemed j 
deep er than all that—older, more | 
dignified and abov e all coolly 
sure. None of us in our "delega­ 
tion” felt we p ossessed this Chi­ 
nese quality . 
The three-week tour ended back 
in Peking timed ex actly for the 
May Day celebrations. 
Presiding ov er die festiv ities 
were fiv e p ortraits ex hibited ev ­ 
ery where in huge dimension . . . 
Mao Tze Tung, in solitary sp len­ 
dor, and facing him Marx , En­ 
gels, Lenin and Stalin. 
In all the China we saw, there 
was not one single p ortrait of Nik. 
ita Khrushchev .
